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Cleveland, Ohio - Bishop Warren Elijah Miller was the son of a 
noted pioneer in the life of the Church Of God In Christ. His 
father, Bishop U. E. Miller was the builder of Mason Temple. Born 
to a legacy of service, handed to him from Bishop Ulysses E. and 
Delphia Miller, Warren took advantage of his statue and left his 
own record of accomplishments. His life unfolded in duty, faith- 
fulness and achievement at every level in the Church Of God In 
Christ. On June 3, 2010, God called his servant home to rest and 
the Church Of God In Christ is better for his having walked 


among us. 


Warren was an energetic and precocious youth with many gifts. 
His Dad knew he was gifted and wanted Warren to serve God. 
Upon accepting the call to the ministry at Williams Temple, 
Bishop U. E. Miller asked God for a sign and Warren was the 
object of his decision to serve that congregation. Pastor U.E. 
Miller wanted his gifted son, Warren saved. God answered that 
prayer and the Millers have guided that instituted church for over 
50 years. Warren resisted the call to ministry and became a suc- 
cessful building constructor who established himself among the 
elite of the industry.

As a servant of the Church Of God In 
Christ, Bishop Miller produced at every level serving as Chairman 
of the Board of Superintendents in Ohio North, a member of the 
Board of Directors of the Saints Center Corporation, an instructor 
in the Bible Seminar on Bus and Soul Winning Ministry

gathered for educational, spiritual and business training while undergirding the work of the church's burgeoning Missions 


Department. Mother Coffey looked West as she would need to count on Mother L.O. Hale to galvanize hundreds of 


women in this grand undertaking. The year 2010 marked the 60th year celebration of that seminal event and International 


Mother Willie Mae Rivers again looked West to another dreamer and visionary California Supervisor, Dr. Barbara McCoo 


Lewis, grand lady of California First. 
Editor, Glenda Williams Goodson. 


First of all, let me say that you're just too much. You had the 
oversight of galvanizing hundreds of women into viable commit- 
tees yet each time we saw you, you were cool, calm and collect- 
ed. How do you make everything look so easy? Evangelist 
Goodson, as always, you are so kind. | truly cherish and daily seek 
the peace of God in my life. However, this endeavor was never a 
solo effort. Special recognition must go to the exceptional saints of 
Southern California First Jurisdiction who worked untiringly. The 
Bishops, Bishop's Wives and dedicated Supervisors of California, 
Nevada, Oregon and Washington State (home of the distinguished 
Mother Gertrude Young) bonded together with a resolve to “make 
it happen.” We had a tremendous “dream team” which secured the 
success of our assignment. 


What did it feel like to be the Managing Supervisor of this his- 
toric convention? Admittedly, a bit unsettling at first. God bless 
the memory of Mother Elizabeth Nash who allowed me to walk 
close by her side ten years ago as she served as Host Supervisor.

tinued collaboration with the capable Co-Hosting Supervisors 
eased the weight of my responsibility.

I began to daily quote 
Proverbs 16:3- “Commit thy works unto the Lord and thy 
thoughts shall be established.” That one passage kept me ground- 
ed and at peace.

A rocky marriage early on often 
meant that the kids experienced hardships, including liv- 
ing in subpar housing and sometimes even going to bed 
hungry. 


Yet, even when her husband abandoned the family, 
Mother Lucille remained resolute. She planted seeds of 
faith in her children, deeply igniting a can-do-it spirit, so 
that despite their secondhand hand-me-downs and 
cramped living quarters, they always knew they could 
have more. 


Late at night and early in the morning, Mother Lucille 
often sang, “He's Sweet I Know.” A second generation

member of the Church of God in Christ and native of 
Clarksdale, Miss., she faithfully served in ministry, first at 
Memorial Temple COGIC and then at Bostick Temple 
COGIC (both in St. Louis). She saw to it that her chil- 


dren were active and faithful in church, too. 


Although life was no crystal stair for her (Mother Lucille 
only completed the 11thgrade), she prayed fervently for 
the spiritual and personal success of each of her children. 
She believed fully in the God of Great Vision and Great 
Accomplishments (a phrase adopted as the Presiding 
Bishop’s 2010 theme) and hoped that one day, her sons 
— many with biblical names — would become gospel 
preachers. 


Mother Lucille passed away in 1987 before her stored-up 
prayers were realized. Yet, God was faithful. While the 
lures of the streets were innumerable, by His grace, the 
Smith children bypassed them. Thanks to their mother’s 
example, 10 of the 11 children accepted Jesus Christ as 
their Savior and the majority of them earned one or more 
college degrees.

Convinced that the final chapter about the life of David Walker had not been writ- 
ten, Dr. Johnson presents a constructive and provocative approach to the life and 
struggles of this man. His approach gets to the core of American racism and pres- 
ents a challenge to future generations to pursue clarifications of, and answers to, 
the inconsistency between enslavement by white Americans and Christianity's mes- 
sage of Jesus Christ.
